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(54) CORDLESS TELEPHONE SET 
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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To attain excellent portable performance and 
to convenience of use by forming the cordless telephone 
set with a cordless telephone slave set and a support 
unit mounting removably the slave set and supporting it 
to a body removably. 

CONSTITUTION: A cordless telephone slave set 11 is 
made up of a main body section 12 and a speaker section 
arranged to the upper part of the section 12, and a key 
board used to enter a telephone number or the like, a 
reception section incorporated with a microphone to 
receive a voice signal or the like and a liquid crystal 
display panel displaying the time and telephone number 
or the like are provided to a front side of the main 
body section 12 and a guide hole 17 is made to both side 
faces of the main body section 12. Furthermore, a wrist 
watch belt unit 21 is made up of a belt 22 and a mount 
section 23 mounted to the belt 22 and a snap fit 24 
fitted elastically and removably to the guide hole 17 of 
the slave set 1 1 is formed to both sides of the box type 
mount section 23. Thus, the telephone set is carried 
simply the same as a wrist watch by mounting the belt 22 
to a wrist and mounting the main body section 12 of the 
cordless telephone slave set 1 1 to the mount section 23. 
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
